Several things have combined to 
spread the name of Cordia High School 
beyond the confines of the hills rising up 
on either side of Lotts Creek on which the 
school has been located about 10 miles 
from Hazard since its establishment in 
1933 

One of these things, in recent years, 
has been the always-dangerous Cordia 
Lions basketball team, which seems quite 
fond of sneaking up on opponents from 
larger schools and marring otherwise ex- 
cellent seasons. The team, which has no 
home gym on which to practice, is a consis- 
tent trophy winner, though it has yet to 
wear a regional crown. 

Eager Children 

Another thing that characterizes the 
Cordia school that people are becoming in- 
creasingly aware of is the noticable exub- 
berance among the children, and the close 
unity that prevails over the faculty-student 
relationships. Most of the students are eag- 
er, happy children, perhaps aware of the 
fact that were it not for Cordia, the light 
of education would, for them, never penet- 
rate the mountains. 

Children come from 10 to 15 miles 
and over poor roads, sometimes virtually 
impassable in winter, to attend Cordia by 
day Thirty five children stay in dormitor- 
ies A total of 10 are in high school, and 
112 are in grades one through eight at the 
Knott County school. 

Dorms Came Late 

The dormitories sprang into existence 
Just before 1940 The Ixitts Creek Com 
munity School, Inc., was founded in 1933 
and operated for several years as a day 
school But parents of children who would 
not walk to the school finally got together, 
and by each bringing logs for constructing 
a dormitory, they provided a “home away 
from home so their children could go to 
school only a few miles away from their 
real homes, yet miles that might as well
